The action, immediately was 
hailed as a victory by school dis- 
trict administrators, who said it 
jclears the way for acquisition of 
the seven-acre site the district is 
seeking. 
No date has yet been set for 
hearing of the condemnation suit. 
In) announcing his <ecision, 
which he has had under con- 
sideration sisice hearing a plea 
by Atherton Town Attorney 
Winston. Churchill Black Oct. 1, 
Judge DeMatteis said he saw no 
reason to frustrate the school 
district’s action at this time. 


“Tt can all be argued at the 
eondemnation trial,” he is re- 
ported to have said. 

The superior court decision ap- 
parently sidestepped the basic 
issue of whether a school district’s 
needs were superior, in the eyes 
of the law, to city zoning ordi- 
nances. 


According to a recent letter 
from a spokesman for the state 
school superintendents’ associa- 
tion, Atherton’s intcrim zoning 
ordinance designed to ban further 
school construction, is unique. 


Meanwhile, deputy District At- 
torney W. Howard Gawthrop, who 
has been in charge of the school 
district’s legal work, said he had 
not opened direct negotiations 
with owners of the Edge road site, 
also known as the Taylor-Lowery 
property.

The Newark Museum in New Jer- 
sey, noted for having the most 
complete Tibetan ethnological col- 
ection in the Western Hemis- 
shere, has just been acquired from 
a Menlo Park university professor 
ts first Tibetan ghost-trap. 

Professor Frederic Spiegelberg 
af 481 Middle court, who teaches | 
Indian civilization at Stanford, dis- 
covered the rainbow-colored ghost- 
traps while on a pack trip in 1955 
through the Sikkimese Himalayas. 

The trap acquired by the New- 
ark Museum is the so-called 

Yam-moos, a magic device be- 
lieved by. the Tibetans to be ef- 
fective against infectious dis- 
ease and epidemics of all. kinds 
when perched, on the owner’s 
housetop. 

It is a three-foot-high contrap- 
tion of woden masts and. struts 


multi-colored yarn in geometrical 
webs. Surrounding the main struc- 
ture are seven smaller triangular 
webs and seven wooden slabs with 
graphic designs of symbolical 
character. The units are stuck in 
bases of clay. When actually in 
use in Tibet, the clay is mixed with 
the ashes of the dead. 

The Rinzing Lama of Enchay 
Monastery in Sikkim constructed 
examples of the 14 types of traps 
for Dr. Spiegelberg, who broughi 
them to Stanford. They form the | 
first. complete collection known to | 
have been taken out of Asia.

“The planting program was out- 
lined as follows: Silver birch trees 
25 feet apart on streets 40. feet 
wide or less; Chinese elm trees 
50 feet apart on streets from 40 to 
100 feet wide; California redwood 
trees 50 feet apart on avenues or 
boulevards over 100 feet wide.” 

(Somebody was lookin g 
ahead. Today, El Camino Real is 
the only 100-foot thoroughfare 
in the city exclusive of the Bay- 
shore freeway, although Middle- 
field road and a portion of Alma 
street are laid-out for 100-foot 
width but not developed to that 
extent.—ed.)

Few Diseases | 
Reported in MP 


No influenza serious enough to 


reported from Menlo Park during 
the month of September, the San 
Mateo county department of | 
Health and Welfare declared this 
weck. 

In its regular monthly statistical 
report, the agency reported that 
one such case was reported from 
unincorporated territory near the} 
city, but specific details were not 
given. 

Single cases of gonorrhea, ma- 
laria, meningococcemia and 
whooping cough were reported, 
and two cases of syphilis were 
found in the city during the month, 
however. : 

Nearby unincorporated areas ‘re- 
ported, in addition to the serious 
flu case, two cases of gonorrhea, 
five cases of shigellosis and single 
cases of syphilis and whooping 
cough. 


"Flu Outbreaks 
Not Alarming’

Harold Chope, director of the 
county department of health and 
welfare, declared this week.

There are now-some 178 acres of 
school campuses within the city, 
jucluding public and private ones, 
TO BACK NEW ZONING. 

The study was authorized by 
Atherton’s planning commission 
seyeral months ago, as the town 
undertook study of a new zoning 
ordinance the affect of which 
would be the banning of future 
schools in the city. 

An interim zoning ordinance, de- 
signed to stop school construction 
until, the new zoning law is final, 
has already been enacted; the town 
is now appealing to the courts to 
prevent the Menlo Park and Las 
Lomitas schol. districts from plan- 
ning additional plants within the 
city’s boundaries. 

Besides concluding that public 
land use is higher than recom. 
mended, Barrett’s study goes on: 

“Under present zoning regula- 
tions Atherton can expect, at. ulti- 
mate development, to have 2550 
dwelling units and a population of 
9300 to 9500. ‘ 

“The elementary school popula- 
tion from Atherton homes should 
not exceed 1750 at ultimate devel- 
opment.” 

SUPPORTS COMPLAINT 

These conclusions are apparent- 
ly in support of a long-standing 
Atherton complaint that the school 
population in the town is too large, 
proportionately, to the town’s total 
population. 

The town has a population of 
7259, according to a census com- 
pleted last week. There are more 


| than 6000 students, on various le- 


vels, attending schools within the 
city limits. : 
This if further emphasized, in 
Barrett’s next conclusions. ‘He 
says: ; : 
“As of Oct..1, there were 6646 
persons in Atherton schoals, 
2696 being in elementary schools 
and 3350 in high school’ and 
Menlo School and College.’ Of 
these, 1640 are residents of Ath- 
erton.” ¥ 
“Good community. design,” the 
report goes on, “indicates that 
Middlefield road should continue 
to be developed as the principal 
circulation element for the school 


i system. This suggests that expan- 


sion of schools on Middlefield road 
is more desirable than locations on 


; minor roads.” . 


Turning to how the school prob- 
lem can be worked out, Barrett 
says Atherton should develop a 
liaison with adjoining communi- 
ties, districts,’and San Mateo coun- 
ty in order that a coordinated pro- 
gram can be worked out, and to 
the end that excessive Gondemna- 
tion of land in the city can be 
avoided. 

SEES ACTION 

In addition to this, future ac- 
tions should include the develop. 
ment of a master plan, to be adopt: 
ed officially by the city council. 

The, report further points out 
that since Atherton’s tax base is 
entirely residential, “great care” 
should be exercised in permitting 
tax-free uses of Atherton land. 

Backing up his contentions, Bar. 
rett made use of several compari- 
sons with other citfes in the area, 
and residential communities of the 
“Atherton“ type.” 

None of those mentioned in his 
survey had as much land dedicated 
to public use as Athérton. Ather- 
ton and Los Altos were given as 
local examples.

flowers and the wide range of col-
